from Their Enemies. 

New York, Sept. 19.—It now seems more 
than probable that there will be a deal be- 
tween the Socialists and the United Labor 
party. A good many of the United Labor 
men who would have opposed such a scheme 
Saturday are in favor of it today. Editor 
Shevitch and other members of the 
Socialistic party are in a jubilant 
mood. Their followers remained away 
from the United Labor mass-meeting 
Saturday night, and it was a comparative 
failure. In addition to this, in the fight in 
the Central Labor Union yesterday they de- 
veloped a strength that made the George men 
shiver. Inthe two ballots that were taken 
they made an excellent showing. In the 
first, which was an individual vote, the count 
was 87 to 70 against them. In the second, 
which was a vote by organization, 
it stood 52 to 44. This was a de- 
cided setback to the George men, who 
held that since the Syracuse convention the 
Socialists had no strength. Figuring on the 
vote of yesterday the Socialistic leaders say 
today that they will poll more than enough 
votes in the coming election to neutralize 
the vote of the United Labor party in this 
city. On the other hand, the men 
say the vote of yesterday is not a fair test 
and that no estimate can be based upon it. 
Nevertheless, there are those among the 
labor men who say that Mr. Geo ill hold 
out the olive branch to the Socialists before 
many days. 

BurraLo, N. Y., Sept. 19.—The Socialists 
continued their sixth national convention to- 
day. At the morning session they discussed 
the proposition of.tne International Work- 
ingmen’s Association, headauarters at Dén- 
ver, to join the Socialist Labor yina 
body. 8 Organization has some 6.000 mem- 
bers. Their theory was understood to 
be State socialism or social democ- 
racy. As they ‘desired that changes 
in name, dues, and methods of organ- 
ization be made, the matter was referred to 
a committee to investigate and report. This 
afternoon the attitude of the Socialistic La- 
bor party towards other parties and organi- 
zations—particularly the Progressive Labor 
party of New York—was discussed. The 
whole matter was referred to a special com- 
mittee to prepare a report. This evening a 
mass-meeting was held. 


A Clumsy Piece of Forgery. 

Corvus. O., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—It has 
been discovered that the Democratic State 
Executive Committee has issued a garbled 
and fraudulent copy of Gov. Foraker’s spe- 
cial message to the Ohio Legislature in April, 
1886, relative to a proposed increase of the 
taxation of farming lands. This message 
had been made the subject of attack by the 
Democratic press and speakers, and was the 
sum and substance of their campaign argu- 
ment. Of the 214 lines of the original docu- 
ment ninety-six have been eliminat- 
ed and the entire sense and wording of the 
paper changed in order to suit Democratic 
claims. The forgery is further carried out 
by making the delivery of the m in 
April last, whereas it was the year before. 
The whole document is signed by Gov. 
Foraker’s name, and thousands of copies 
sent broadcast over the State. The Governor 
has been apprised of the scheme, and arrests 
for forgery are likely to follow shortly. Itis 
the clumsiest piece of campaign croo 
seen here in years.

Gen. Rocha selected as sec- 
onds Gen. Waranjo and Col. Omano. At the 
first fire Sefior Gayon fell pierced in the right 
breast by a bullet. He soon rallied and 
inquired if the duel could not proceed, when his 
seconds and surgeons replied that it could not. 
This afternoon Sefior Gayon lies in a critical con- 
dition and is reported to be dying. He is 58 or 
60 years old and Gen. Rocha is about ten years 
his junior. The wounded man has & grown-up 
family.

A PUGILIST SHOT DEAD. 


HENRY WOODSON, THE “BLACK DIA- 
MOND,” MEETS SWIFT DEATH. 


His Slayer a Colored Porter Named White, 
and the Deed the Result of a Quarrel 
Regarding a Woman—The Deed Com- 
mitted in Self-Defense, Woodson Being 
Slain with His Own RKevolver—The 
Story Told by White and the Woman. 


Henry Woodson, better known as the 
„Black Diamond,“ the colored pugilist, was 
shot and instantly killed by Thomas J. White, 
acolored porter on the Wisconsin Central 
Railroad, in a room over a saloon at No. 233 
Third avenue shortly after midnight this 
morning. The shooting was the result of a 
quarrel overa colored woman named Irme 
Hayes, and was committed by White in 
self-defense. The woman was also slightly 
— in the left hard by one of the bul- 

ts. 

White has been living with Irme Hayes at 
No. 253 Third avenue since July 16. They 
have known each other since childhood 


and both have known Woodson for years— 
from the time when all three were living in 
Cincinnati. Woodson has made Chicago his 
home the most of the time for the last two 
years, but has lately resided in St. Paul, Minn., 
where he has been running a gymnasium. 
He came to Chicago last ursday and has 
been drunk and disorderly ever since. Last 
evening he ran across Irme Hayeson Third 
avenue and took several drinks with her. 
The two then went upstairs over the 
saloon at No. 233 Third avenue to a room 
which Woodson was occupying. The place 
is owned by Woodson’s mother, who 1s also 
the proprietor of a house of ill-repute next 
door at No. 235. White arrived in the city 
early in the evening and leaving his car went 
to his room and found the woman out. He 
was told by friends that she had gone with 
Woodson to the latter’s room. Woodson and 
White were not on good terms. White had 
tended bar for Woodson’s mother when she 
kept a saloon at No. 283 Third avenue 
and he claimed that Mrs. Woodson owed 
him $15. Mrs. Woodson had threatened to 
have her son “do up” White at the 
first opportunity. White is a well-built 
fellow, about years of age, and he 
recklesly climbed the stairs to take 
the woman away from Woodson. He found 
the door unlocked, and, waiking in, found 
the two together. Woodson was asleep and 
White walked over to the bed and sat 
down at the foot. He spoke to the woman 
and. taking her hand in his asked her to come 
home with him. Woodson woke up, and with 
an oath declared that she should not 
go. A few violent words be- 
tween the two men when Black 
Diamond jumped out of and 
grappled with White. They feli to the floor, 
with White underneath. e did not give up 
the fight, however, but struggled hard to 
get out from under. oodson was 
drunk enough to de reckless, and 
he drew a revolver and attempted 
to shoot his opponent. He fired twice, both 
shots failing to take effect. 

White grasped the revolver and succeeded 
in wresting it from the Black Diamond.” 
Two more shots were fired in quick succession 
by White with the captured revolver—one 
of them striking the woman in the left nand. 
The second entered oodson’s forehead, 
blowing off the top of his skull. The revolver 
was of the largest calibre, and the shot was 
fired at close range, Death resulted almost 
instantaneously. 

Officers James, McGinnis, and Swan were 
standing un the sidewalk when they heard 
the first two shots fired. McGinnis ran up 
the stairway into the room, just at the in- 
stant that the fatal shot was fired. 
The dead man (fell at the offi- 
cer’s feet with his face to the door, 
nearly blocking up the entrance. The wom- 
an stood in one corner of the room crying and 
wringing her hands. White 8 arose 
from the floor, and his first thought 
was to escape. He out of 
a back door, followed by Officer 
McGinnis, who fired one shot into the ceiling 
ofthe room. White was caught by Officer 
Hugh Ward as he was trying to make his es- 
cape out of a window in the front 
of the saloon on the first floor. The 
Harrison street patrol wagon responded 
to the murder alarm and took White and 
Irme Hayes to the Armory and the body to 
Woodson’s mother’s house, next door. Irme 
Hayes was very nervous and excited, and 
cried violently when locked up. She says that 
her family are respectable people in Louis- 
ville, Ky., and that her father, who is now 
dead, was once a “Judge of the Criminal 
Court on Jefferson street in Louisville.“ She 
is held as a witness, but the case of 
self-defense is regarded as a clear one for 
White. The latter was quite cool and col- 
lected in his manner after being locked up, 
and at once asked that telegrams be sent to 
his folks. He wrote one to his brother, 
Charles White, No. 219 Hennepin avenue, 
Minneapolis, and also one to his sister, Adina 
White, No. 33 Sherman avenue, Cincinnati, 
where his mother lives. 

[Harry Woodson, the Black Diamond,” was 
born and raised in Cincinnati. He was about 28 
years of His mother was a woman of the 
town. oodson knocked around town 
as a bootblack and doing odd jobs. 
He early displayed a taste for pugilism, and 
loitered around a place on Central avenue. When 
Prof. Donaldson met Sullivan here several years 
ago some of Woodson's friends tried to 
make a match for him against John L.. 
but were unsuccessful. Woodson was afterward 
taken by Cincinnati parties to New York and 
Philadelphia, where he had several encounters. 
He returned to Cincinnati about three years ago, 
and for some months led a pre@arious existence, 
being finally driven out of town. Lat- 
terly Woodson has been in the Northwest. 
He was a middleweight, but his contests were 
chiefiy against larger men than himself. He 
first * — as a boxer in his native 
city, incinnati, where he made quite 
a reputation, being fairly scientific and 
very plucky. As an evidence of his courage a 
story about his facing what appeared certain 
death to save a woman's life is frequently 
told. It is said that during a fire 
at Cincinnati a woman appeared at a third-story 
window, with parently no possibility of es- 
cape from eath. Her only 
tive from perishing the 
was to jump to the pavement below, 
which seemed certain death. While the crowd 
around the building stood horror-stricken and 
speechless Woodson ran to a position on the side- 
walk under the terrified woman and shouted to 
her to jump. Some persons in the crowd cried: 
No!“ “No!” “Don't doit!” “Let her come: 
I'll catch her,“ answered Woodson. The woman 

umped. Woodson braced himself and caught 
er weight on his arms and breast and was 
dashed Violently to the pavement. The woman 
arose unhurt, but Woodson was knocked sense- 
less and had to be carried to his home, where he 
remained in a critical condition for several days.] 


GEN. BUTLER DROPS IN,

AN AUDIENCE BECOMES A MOR 


A Crowd Disappointed at the Non-Occur- 
rence of a Race Causes Havoc, 

LONDON, Sept. 19.—Neither Gent nor Hutchins, 
who were extensively advertised to run a 120-yard 
foot-race at Lillie Bridge today for the champion- 
ship of the world and £200, appeared on the track 
at all. Thousands of spectators had assembled 
and paid to witness the announced contest. When 
the crowd were made aware ot the situation they 
were disgusted and soon took revenge in a riot, 
They attacked the fences, railings, and build- 
ings on the ground and burne@ several of the 
latter tothe ground. The mob partly demol- 
ished two grand stands, the dancing pavilion, 
and the large assembly hall, and set fire-to the 
débris they collected, forming six large bonfires. 
Then they set fire to the wooden railings along 
the railway, and nearly set fire to the Brompton 
Station. They next looted the liquorsaloons in the 
vicinity and bombarded the windows and police- 
men and firemen with full and empty bottles. 
The firemen played the hose upon the rioters, but 
in vain. After Belding — for three hours 
the mob was dispersed, when the police, strongly 
reinforced, arrested a number of the rioters. A 
railroad inspector, after the struggle with the 
mob, dropped dead from the effeets of the excite-

Both Gent and Hutchins had @ppeared on the 
track in splendid condition. It has transpired 
that Gent falled at a private trial this morning 
and that his backers at the last moment forbade 
his running, giving Hutchins the stali but savin 
heavy bets. The owners of the grounds refuse 
to return the entrance money, and the people 
were doubly enraged.

BOSTON MONEY AND STOCKS. 


The Rates of Interest Easy—A Slight Drop 
in Shares. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 19.— [Special. I— The im- 
pression is that money is gradually getting into a 
position where lower rates may soon be expected, 
but up to the present time there is no let up to 
the general borrower worthy of the name. Man- 
ufacturing paper does not move freely at 5½ũ per 
cent, and occasionally pays 6. First-class col- 
lateral loans on long time pay 5%@5% to 6 per 
cent, and general business rates range from 64% 


‘to 7% per cent, except in cases where the 


bank’s customers are concerned. Call loans 
rule at 64% to 7% per cent. At the clear- 
ing house the rate was easy at 5½ per 
cent all around. New York funds advanced 
from a discount of 10 cents to a premium of 10 
cents on $1,000. The situation in the stock mar- 
ket, however, is not so pleasant. The public are 
not disposed to make long drafts on the future 
and the business was mostly of a call nature, 
Atchison sagged to 1054@105%, and closed on 
the last at 101.

POLITICS IN MEXICO, 


The Army Officers’ Organ Attacking the 
Clericals—Diaz Re-election Assured. 

Crry OF Mxxico, Sept. 19.— F Combate, the 
organ of the army officers, is giving much space 
to sharp attacks on the Jesuits, printing what 
are alleged to be secret instructions to members 
of the order and charging them with conspir‘ng 
against uhberal Government Werywhere. The 
bitter anti-clerical tone of ZI Combate is attract- 
ing much attention, and, as it expresses the 
sentiment of the military leaders in the 
recent controversy regarding the con- 
duct of Maximilian at Queretaro, it has 
served to bring the Liberal and 
Clerical parties into a hostile attitude. The 
patriotic celebrations last week were made more 
than commonly enthusiastic to express the unity 
of the Liberal party in — the present 
Administration. The clericals charge that the 
Liberal leaders have stirred up the recent con- 
troversy for the purpose of uniting their party. 
The lection of President Diaz.is now distinct- 
ly foreshadowed, and the politicians are trim- 
ming their sails to catch a favoring breeze. 

The Mexican Financier advocates strongly the 
formation of a joint international tribunal of ar- 
bitration between Mexico, the United States, 
and England, so that the irritating questions 
continually arising, especially on the border, 
may be settled on goons of equity. This is 
proposed in the belief tne United States and En- 
gland will enter into some such arrangements. 


THE GREAT WHISKY TRUST. 


Peoria Distillers Reaping a Harvest Through 
the Stopping of Others. 

PEORIA, III., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—The new 
whisky trust is proving a bonanza to Peoria dis- 
tillers, having resulted in a very perceptible in- 
crease in production here. Three of the dis- 
tilleries in the old pool have been closed, and the 
business they would have done bas been trans- 
ferred to Peoria. Of the three closed one is at 
Cincinnati, one at St. Louis, and one at Chicago. 
In August the distilleries here were using 15,188 
bushels of grain in their business; they are now 
using 20,216 busheis. This has made a percepti- 
ble increase in the revenue collections for Peoria. 
During the month of August they averaged 
$40,000 a day. They are now averaging $70,000 a 
day. The collections for the month of Septem- 
ber up to and including today are $1,042,938, and 
as the month is but two-thirds gone the present 
month will probably show the largest thirty days’ 
collection ever made here. Bush & Brown and 
Clark Brothers, who held out for a - while, 
have finally fone into the trust, and the only im- 
portant distillers yet out are Barker & Spellman 
of this city, Shufeldt of Chicago, Dodsworth of 
Cincinnati, and Iler of Omaha. 


DAMAGE TO THE FISHING-FLEET. 


Boats Driven Out to Sea and Others 
Wrecked—Scenes Along the Coast, 

Sr. Joun, N. F., Sept. 19.—A gale from the 
northeast Saturday night caused great damage 
at Portugal Cove. Many boats were driven 
ashore from their moorings, and others were 
driven against the cliffs and smashed. The stage- 
heads were swept away and fshing-gear de- 
stroyed. 

At Placentia several craft were driven seaward 
and have not since been heard from. Grave 
fears are entertained for their safety. The bank 
fieet is suffering severely. 

Bonavista presents a dreadful scene, All sorts 
of wreckage is strewn indiscriminately about the 
streets. Twenty boats were driven ashore and 
seven sunk at their moorings. Nota vestige of 
the fish-stages was left standing.

Forced to Deliver Up the Notes, 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 19.—([Special.|—In June 
last several book-agents canvassed this section of 
the country for a well-known work and secured 
subscribers. The book was to be delivered at 60 
cents a number, The canvassers, however, in 
each case secured signatures to printed forms 
which they produced. A few days ago five hardy- 
looking men appeared with the entire work— 
thirty-six numbers—and demanded payment in 
full, amounting to $21.60. The printed forms, 
which were supposed to be mere orders for sam- 
ple numbers, contained an agreement to take 
the whole work and pay the whole $21.60. Some 
of the victimized people took legal advice, but 
were informed they had no recourse. Yesterday 
a number of those aggrieved collected at the 
Windsor Hotei, Buckingham, where the five col- 
lectors were stopping, and demanded their notes. 
The collectors refused to give them up. The 
crowd thereupon set to work and thrashed them 
soundly. But the collectors held out until a rope 
was brought out and lynching threatened. Then 
the unlucky agents. deliver the notes, and 
the crowd tore them up an dispersed, well 
pleased with their morning § work. The trouble 
is general down the river.

BEER BREWERS COLLAPSE 


FAILURE OF THE GEORGE WEBER 
COMPANY OF CINCINNATL 


The Liabilities Shown to Be $612,000, As- 
sets $228,000—The Assignment Hastened 
by Suits Instituted to Recover Funds 
Loaned the Company by the Fidelity 
and Other Banks—Crippled by a Fire— 
The Insurance Men Suspicious of the 
Claims Presented. 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—The 
George Weber Brewing Company made an 
assignment today to Adolph Woods, a grain 
merchant, and William R. Thrall, ex-United 
States Marshal. The liabilities are $612,000; 
assets, $228,000. The assets consist of the 
brewery property, valued at $200,000; cooper- 
age stock, $5,000; other stock, $50,000. The 
claims of the preferred creditors secured by 
3 on real estate aggregate $178,000, 
and are:

.company, incorporated Aug. 7, 1884, with an 


authorized capital of $500,000, divided into 
shares of $500 each. George Weber was 
President; William Stichenoth, Vice-Presi- 
dent; William Stichenoth Jr., Secretary and 
Treasurer. The immediate cause of the fail- 
ure was the filing Saturday of suits by the 
Chemical Bank of New York to secure a 
large sum loaned on Fidelity collateral. The 
suits were for amounts which aggregated 
$28,596.62. This morning two more suits were 
filed—one by Stephen Goodson & Co. on 
notes aggregating $8,500, and by L. Season- 


goud & Son on two notes for $7,065. J uly 14 
the company lost a large malt-house by , 
The loss was $187 and insurance between 
$60,000 and $75,000. e companies held back 
payment, meg there was something sus- 
picion about the fire. This crippled the firm, 
and when the insurance money, or a portion 
of it, was paid it was immediately attached. 

Weber’s — is a remarkable record. 
His proper name is Antiony Weber. Prior 
to 1850 he ran a mill with his brother between 
Brookville and Harrison, twenty miles below 
the city. Coming to Cincinnati he 
took the name of George. In 1853 
he was porter and bootblack at the ‘Galt 
House. fore the war Mr. Moork, the pro- 

rietor, became blind, and Weber leased the 

otel and ran it during the war, maki 
$100,000, which he invested in suburban 
estate. The Kiiner brothers ran the Jackson 
brewery at the head of Elm street for twenty 
years prior to 1873, when they died. The 
widows disposed of the brewery to Weber. 
He agreed to pay $265,000 for it, 
gave a mortgage for $175,000, and as- 
sumed $90,000 habilities. Weber sold a lot 
of real estate about the brewery for $100,000. 
He ran the brewery from Nov. 15, 1873, to 
Dec. 15, 1874, and then made an assignment, 
with an indebtedness of $750,000 on the place. 
Weber attributed his failure to the enmity of 
the other brewers. The facts were that in 
May, 1874, beer sold at $2.50a keg. Material 
was then very high. Weber ed à meet- 
ing of the brewers and insisted that beer 
should be advanced to $2.75 or $8 a keg. 
A check for $2,000 was deposited by each 
brewer, to be forfeited in case of violation of 
contract. Inafew days Weber visited 100 
saloons and agreed to supply them with beer 
at the old prices. Trouble ensued in the as- 
sociation. The charge was sustained against 
Weber, and when the brewers tried to col- 
lect the check of Weber it was found that 
payment had been 1 Beer came down 
to 82.50 and a itter ht ensued. 
Weber's stock was soon exhausted and 
a poorer quality of beer supplied. It 
was returned to him and Weber failed. Pfau 
and Starbuck, the assignees, ran the concern 
until 1878, reducing the indebtedness by sales 
of real estate to ,000. Weber became dis- 
satisfied with the assignees and was thrown 
out of the brewery. 

Weber soon found a friend in Leo A. Brigel, 
whom he agreed to give a haif-interest in the 
brewery after a settlement with the creditors 
was made. Weber claims to have settled 
with his creditors at 25 cents. The secured 
creditors made Mr. Brigel assignee in 1878, 
and the Sheriff placed himin possession. The 
indebtedness was $450,000. Brigel sold 240,000 
kegs of beer in one year, realizing a net profit 
of $100,000. 7 

In 1882 the indebtedness had been cleared 
up and the law suits settled. When Weber 
went into court to annul the contract glving 
Brigel a half- interest the court held the con- 
tract void and that the claims of the creditors 
were valid above the 2 per cent paid by 
Brigel; also that Brigel was entitled to $80,000 
he had put into the business and compensa- 
tion amounting to $40,000. The lawyer’s fee 
amounted to $30,000. The decision brought 
out all the creditors who had settled for 25 
cents, They sued for the other 75 cents, 
with interest since 1873, which more than 
doubled the amount of their claims and 
swelled them to $200,000. These suits are 

nding, and July 5 last a receiver was asked 

or and the case postponed to the first Mon- 
day of October. ' 

Wilham Stichenoth, the maltster, backed 
Weber with $90,000 cash, after the 
Weber-Brigel decision, and in 1883 was 
compelled to take a half-interest in the brew- 
ery, atthe same time putting in his malt 
house. Then the compary was formed. 

Weber’s conduct towards his employés was 
such that most of them left him. Then his 
beer was not good, so that sales dwindled to 
80,000 barrels—not enough to pay expenses. 
He quarreled with Stichenoth, who has not 
been in the brewery for six months. They 
were to separate July 1, but the fire occur- 
ring July 4 prevented the dissolution. Since 
then the business has been going from 
bad to worse, which necessitated the 
borrowing of ! sums from the banks. 
The following banks hold claims against the 
company: The Fidelity, tor itself and foreign 
banks, $85,000; Merchants’, $60,000; Cincin- 
nati National, $70,000; Atlas, $30,000. The 
Atlas secured a lien on the malt house. The 
underwriters allowed $60,000 on building and 
machinery, but not the $75,000 claimed on 
stock destroyed in the fire. Two outstand- 
ing banks who loaned the company money 
through the Fidelity attached this, and 
together with the following unpaid 
claims precipitated the assignment: 
Mortgage on brewery held by J. A. Hentaler, 
administrator for F. Kleiner estate, $70,000; 
bills payable, $168,000; Stichtenoth and rel- 
atives, $112,000; Weber’s claims repaid and 
indorsed by Stichtenoth, $18,900. These make 
the liabilities without the bank claims 8, 
000 and with the bank claims $619,000. The 
assets as given July 5 are: Real estate and 
buildings, $100,000; chattels, $68,000; insur- 
ance allowed, $60,000; total, $228,000.

TRYING TO CONTROL THE GRAND ARMY. 


Pension-Commissioner Black and His Plans 
—Politics in the Society. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 19.—[Special.}— 
The signs grow that there is an Administration 
conspiracy either to control or to break up the 
Grand Army of the Republic encampment at St. 
Louis. Officeholders like Black and Rosecrans 
are said to be doing most of the work. A letter 
has been published from Gen. Slocum of Brook- 
lyn explaining that he will not go to the en- 
campment because he thinks it better for candi- 
dates for the highest office in the organization to 
stay away. Back ofall the wirepulling by Black 


and Rosecrans is a threat that the Grand Army of 


the Republic must choose a Democrat or the 
people will think that the society is a political 
one and Democratic veterans will with- 
draw from it. Under the direction ot 
Black the officeholding veterans have been 
. their energies to choose representa- 
tives who will enter into the scheme. In one of 
the Washington posts a Pension-Office employé 
was so zealous that he was charged with stuffing 
the ballot-box, ana the election of his man was set 
aside and another person chosen. This is only a 
sample of the work that has been going on. 
Most of the Grand Army men here, however, laugh 
at the idea that Black and his tools can control 
the organization in the interest of Cleveland. 
Saar | 123 out that wherever a move of this 
kind has been made its authors have over- 
whelmed themselves with ridicuie. Some 
weeks ago a set of resolutions con- 
demning Fairchild were widely published as 
coming from a Grand Army post at Mount Ver- 
non, Ind. Soon after the post met and explained 

seven members had adopted the resolutions 
on their own account and had tried to use the 
name of the post, which formally repudiated them 
by an entirely different set of resolu- 
tions, which were not pleasant reading for Mr. 
Cleveland’s parasites. There is little doubt 
that the St. Louis encampment will find it neces- 
sary to sit down on the politicians within the or- 
der, but the one most likely to feel its weight is 
Pension Commissioner Black. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 19.—The Association of 
ex-Confederate Veterans at an immense meeting 
tonight amid great enthusiasm appointed a 
committee of fifty to make arrangements for the 
fitting reception of the Union veterans of the 
Army of the Ohio, Tennessee, and Cumber- 
land, who fought from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta. The nion veterans come at the 
invitation of the Piedmont Exposition to 
revisit the battlefield over which they fought 
over twenty years ago. The program of recep- 
tion and fraternizing will extend through the 
week beginning Oct. 10, and will be elaborate. 
But the chief event will be a reunion barbecue 
and ceremonies at Kennesaw Oct. 11 and an 
illumination of the historic old mountain at 
night. Thousands of Union soldiers have 
signified their intention of coming. and the re- 
union will doubtless surpass anything ever seen. 
A rate of one cent a mile each way has been ob- 
tained from Cincinnati and St. Louis for parties 
of twenty-five or more and half rates for smaller 
parties. A similar rate will doubtless be ex- 
tended from Chicago.

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A CONFUSION OF ORDERS. 


FIVE MEN KILLED AT DUBUQUE, IA., 
AS A RESULT. 
— 
Collision Between Two Passenger Trains 
on the River Division of the St. Paul 


Rallway—Explosions of Giant Powder 
Kllls Railroad Men in Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania—An Engineer and Son Meet 
Death While at Their Postse—Three Men 
Drowned in Lake Geneva. 


Dusuqve, Ia., Sept. 19.—[Special.}|—This 
morning on the River Division of the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad two pas- 
senger-trains—one from St. Paul, the other 
from Dubuque—met on a curve at Eagle 
Point, about two niles north of the centre of 
this city. The morning was fogay and the 
engineers were unable to see more than a 
dozen yards ahead. How the accident came 
aboutis not yet clear. Formerly the two 
trains passed each other at the round- 
house im this city, but. recently they 
have often passed each other at Peru, six 
miles north of here. This morning the north- 
ern train was late and the Dubuque train 
was ordered by the train dispatcher at La 
Crosse to proceed to Peru. Conductor Wol- 
cott and Engineer Winchester were not clear 
about the order and declined to move out. 
They sent a message to the La Crosse train 
dispatcher asking for further orders, and re- 
ceived in answer a peremptory order to pull 
out. They did this with reluctance, and had 
only proceeded a mile or so when they met the 
down-coming train. Both trains were going 
at good speed when they met. The two en- 
gines were demolished. The baggage and 
smoking cars of the south-bound train were 
telescoped and completely wrecked. Charles 
Faies of the south-bound train and Elmer 
Winchester of the north-bound train, and 
Will Richmond and Ed P. Cumings, the fire- 
men, were almost instantly killed. Win- 

chester died while they were taking him 
home. A brakeman named Parnetta, re- 
cently. from Milwaukee, was also killed. 
One of his legs and an arm were missing, 
but were subsequently found. J.J. O’Brien, 
an express-messenger, was serious injured 
and may die. Conductor Clark of the south- 
bound train was seriously hurt. Mumma, a 
brakeman, was also seriously hurt.

WEST SIDE STREET-CAR TROUBLES. 


Thursday Set for Action—President Jones’ 
Statement. 

Unless all signs fail the 450,000 citizens who 
are trying to enjoy life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness on the West Side are 
doomed to participate in a grand free for all 
pedestrian match commencing Thursday 
morning and terminating—at the pleasure of 
the West Division Railway Company. This 
prediction is not made with a view of creating 
any unnecessary alarm, but for the purpose of 
forestalling the advent of buses, hay-carts, 
10-cent fares, weary limbs, dusty clothes, pro- 
fanity, etc. The street-car employés submit- 
ted their ultimatum to President 
Jones yesterday afternoon, their de- 
mands being embodied in a res- 
olution asking for 22 cents an hour 
witn the stipulation that the company must 
prepare and submit its answer on or before 
Wednesday night. Armed with this impor- 
tant resolution, Luke Coyne, R. Burns, and 
S. Forehan waited upon Mr. Jones shortly 
before 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon and 
transacted their business in three minutes. 

Mr. Jones was ina communicative frame 
of mind when approached by Tux TRIBUNE re- 
porter and questioned upon the outcome of 
his brief session with the committee. 

„ am aware that the pubiic is greatly con- 
cerned in this matter,“ said Mr. Jones, as he 
carefully removed some important documents 
that were exposed upon his desk. “The 
committee that just left simply notified me of 
the action recentiy taken by their asso- 
ciation. I informed them that the 
subject would be referred to the 
Board of Directors for flnal action. As a rule 
I pay no attention to details, but since this 
question arose I have asked from the Super- 
intendent a statement of what our men are 
now earning.

He runs on probation and is then assigned to 
the extra list, and according to the rules is re- 
quired to appear at intervals from 5 o'clock in 
the morning until 6 p. m. In most cases a man 
does not make his board for the first six months, 
and he may be on the extra list for two years. 

He is afterwards assigned to a swing car which 
goes out at 4:30 a. m. and at 5 o’clock in the even- 
ing, remaining out until 1 o'clock the next morn- 
ing.

INTERESTING WORK BY THE LABOR BUREAU. 

The Labor Bureau has some interesting 
work now in hand and mapped out. In about 
a month it will begin a general inquiry as to 
the condition of railroad employés. This 
will embrace statistics in regard to their 
work and surroundings, their éarnings, the 
number of hours they labor, what constitutes 
the “run” of a fireman, engineer conductor, 
and brakeman, the percentage of casualties 
to the number of men employed, the benefit 
the men derive from the insurance and re- 
lief associations that have been started by 
some of the 5 and much other informa- 
tion of a valuable character. This fall the 
bureau will mvestigate the cost of production 
of some of the leading sta les—cotton, sugar, 
flour, meat (perhaps) and iron, and the 
cost of distribution. By a series of analytical 
tables will be shown the cost of raw staple, 
what must be added to turn it into manu- 
factured article, then the expense of trans- 
portation, the profits and other charges in- 
curred by the middlemen, and, finally, the 
cost of this same article to the consumer.

How the Case May Be Taken Up. 

WasuincTon, D. C., Sept. 19.—[Special.]— 
Since the affirmation of the verdict in the 
case of the Anarchists by the Supreme Court 
of the State of Illinois and their threat to 
carry the case to the Supreme Court of the 
United States it has been stated in many 
newspapers that The Supreme Court of the 
United States is not an appellate court of 
the Supreme Court of Illinois,” the inference 
being that in no way could the case come be- 
fore the former tribunal. Strictly speaking 
this is not true, and tne most celebrated crim- 
inal case that this country has ever witnessed 
may eventually be reviewed by the Supreme 
Court Judges. 

Assistant Attorney-General Maury, when 
asked his opinion of the matter today, said it 
was no uncommon thing for State cases to 
be taken to the Supreme Court on writs of 
error, the grounds for the application being 
the interpretation of a statute or a question 
affecting the rights or personal liberty of the 
subject as guaranteed to him under the Con- 
stitution. In fact, these are the only grounds 
on which the case can come before the court. 
Sec. 709 of the Revised Statutes in express 
terms confers this power on the court. The 
question then, Mr. Maury considered, was 
whether any Federal statute needed to be in- 
terpreted, or whether the rights of the con- 
demned men had been violated 
and not fuily protected as guaranteed 
by the Constitution, or if the laws of Illinois 
under which they had been tried were in con- 
flict with the Constitution. Concerning 
these points Mr. Maury confessed that he 
could offer no positive opinion because the 
newspaper accounts did not set forth with 
sufficient clearness the issues on which the 
appeal would be based, but if the writ of er- 
ror were granted it would be because it was 
shown that some such point as he had men- 
tioned was reviewable. The general man- 
agement or conduct of the case could not be 
considered. As an illustration of this he 
cited a Virginia appeal, a voluminous chan- 
cery case, where the only point involved as 
faras the Supreme Conrt was concerned 
was the interpretation of the word fraud in 
the Bankruptcy act.

WAIL FROM NEW YORK ANARCHISTS. 


Cooper Union Packed with Reds—Herr 

; Most the Hero of the Hour. ö 

New York, Sept. 19.— Cooper Union was 
packed tonight with Anarchists and Social- 
ists. The audience numbered fully 3,500, and 
assembled to protest against the hanging of 
the condemned Chicago Anarchists. Ushers, 
wearing red ribbons on their breasts, handed 
every person who entered the hall a copy of 
the incendiary proclamation which was dis- 
tributed on the streets the latter part of last 
week declaring that the condemned Anarch- 


ists should never be executed. — women 
were in the hall. and they all wore ribbons 
and affected the red colors in their dresses. 
There were fifty police scattered about the 
hall. The notes of the Marsellaise were 
struck up by the band, and a prolenged wild 
cheer followed. The music was drowned 
by the noise. The pictures of the doomed 
bomb-throwers looked down from the front 
of the platform.

“ Vive Herr Most“ greeted the chief, as to 
the tune of the Marsellaise he stepped upon 
the platform with a red rose in his button-hole 
and a slouch hat pulled down over his eyes. 
Vrooman was chosen Chairman. In his open 
ing speech Vrooman quoted the Bible toshow 
that Moses slew a man whom he found com- 
mitting wrong, and Miss Jones rose up and 
shouted, ** Three cheers for the Bible.“ 

Vrooman continued by saying that if the 
Chicago brethren nad said anything that was 
wrong it was no reason why they shouid 
hang. If they hang those men in Chicago, 
then,“ he added, “they can hang every man 
who s here tonight’ There was a great 
conspiracy among the ruling classes to crush 
the laborer movement. Justice, not mercy 
was demanded. Vrooman presented a set of 
resolutions at the close of bis speech which 
met with the approval of thecrowd. They 
condemned the sentence of the Anarchists as 
murder andacrime against civilization, the 
culmination of a conspiracy to crush free 
speech. The workingmen of America would 
pe untrue to themselves if they allowed such 
an cutrage to be trated. A contribution 
followed from the audience netting $200 for 
the cause. 

But the hero of the night was Most. 
„Friends and Anarchists,” said he, “is it 
unlawful to have free speech in this country! 
What are these men guilty off Are 
they thieves or murderers? (Cries of 
‘No! nol’) They fought against the 
murdering police and robbing capital- 
ists. Seven policemen were killed, and they 
want seven of our brothers’ lives—a life for 
a life. You cannot allow that hangingto 
take place. Arm yourselves and for every 
drop of blood that is epilled from our friends 
let it costa human life. I am not alone an 
Anarchist, but also arevolutionist. The cap- 
italists shall be the first to suffer. Noone 
shall escape his just dues. The twelve jurors,

Car-Load Figures Down to a Non-Paying 
Basis, with a Probability that They 


May Go Even Lower—A Conference to 


Fix Matters Up—Interesting Rows Be- 
tween Railroad Companies—Affairs of 
the Western States Passenger Associa- 
tion—Wabash Railroad Earnings. 


The war on soft coal rates between Chicago 
and Northwestern points has assumed quite 
serious proportions, and there is great danger 
that unless speedy action is taken to settle the 
difficulty rates will get lower than they have ever 
been before. The latest rate by the Chica- 
go & Northwestern from Spring Valiey and Chi- 
cago to St. Paul and Minneapolis is % cents. 
The Milwaukee & St. Paul has met this rate 
from Streator, Wilmington, and other mining 
points. As the roads from the coal mines to Chi- 


cago insist upon arate of 40 cents per ton, the 
proportion of the Milwaukee & St. Paul from 
Chicago to St. Paul u but 88 cents 
per ton. The Chicago & Northwestern, if it 
carries out its policy of making the same rate 
from Spring Valley and Chicago to St. Paul as is 
accepted as their proportion by other roads 
from Chicago it will have to reduce the rate to 55 
cents, and if the other roads continue to meet the 
Northwestern Railroad's rate it would leave 
them but. 15 cents per ton from Chicago to St. 
Paul Of course the roads cannot possibly do 
the business at such a rate, and consequently 
strenuous efforts are being made to bring about 
an agreement by which rates can be restored 
n. 


A meeting of the General Managers of the 
various interested in this traffic was held 
yesterday at Chairman F 8 office, and the 
situation discussed at great length. but no con- 
clusion could be reached, as the managers of 
some of the roads were not represented. An ad-

Meeting of Western States Passenger Asso- 
ciation. 


Chairman J. N. Abbott of the Western States 
Passenger Association has just called a meeting 
of the managers of the various roads in the asso- 
ciation, to be held in his office Wednesday, Sept. 
28, at 11 a. m., to consider the following subjects: 

First—Basis of division of expenses of the as- 
sociation. The agreement provides that the ex- 
penses of the association each month shall be 
borne by the several parties thereto in such pro- 
upon by the Execnu- 
tive Committee. A temporary basis of division 
of expenses was submitted by the Chairman to 
the Executive Committee April 16, basea approx- 
imately on the competitive mileage of the sev- 
eral roads, and temporary settlements have been 
made in accordance therewith pending official 
allotment by the Executive Committee. 

Second—Rules and practice with regard to 
transportation of circus eompanies. 

Third—Rules and practice with regard to 1,000- 
mile tickets. 

Fourth—Shall free or reduced-rate transporta- 
tion be granted to advertising or other agents of 
expositions, State, county, om district fairs? 
This subject has been under consideration, but 
unanimous agreement has not been reached. 

Fifth—Adoption of a rule as to train aceom- 
modations to be afforded to holders of second- 
class tickets. 

Sixth—Sec. 39 of the Managers’ agreement 
reads as follows: “The rate which shali be 
charged for special trains shall be upon 
between the lines in interest when the business 
is competitive, and shall be reported to the 
Chairman for record.“ The Chairman has been 
requested to-submit the following as a substitute 
for that section: “It shall be at the option of the 
Chairman to authorize a special train for 200 — 
more persons to be run without extra charge for 
train service between competitive points, if con- 
sidered advisable or necessary.” 


Rows Between Railroad Companies. 
The Ohio & Mississippi and the Wabash Rail- 
way have got into a serious row at Altamont, 
which threajgns to bring on serious litigation. 
The Wabash Railway for many years past has 
used the Ohio & Mississippi depot at Altamont 
jointly with this road. using the latter's 
tracks to gain an entrance into the same. 
Last Sunday the Ohio & Mississippi pulled up 
the connection with the Wabash to prevent the 
latter from gaining an entrance into the depot. 
The Wabash forcibly replaced the switches and 
stationed a force of men there to prevent further 
interference. Yes the Ohio & Mississippi 
ran an engine on the track where connection 
is made with the Wabash to prevent the 
latter's trains from getting into the depot, and 
also placed a force of men there to prevent the 
Wabash men from opening the road. No Wa- 
bash trains were allowed to enter the depot or 
get tnrough at Altamont yesterday. The mail- 
train ofthe Wabash was not due at Altament 
until last mght, and Receiver McNulta says 
if this train is delayed or interfered 
with be will call upon the United States 
court for assistance, and have the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi hauled up for interfering with tne United 
States mails. 
A similar row occurred last Sunday between 
the Rock Island and Union Pacific Railroads re- 
terms of lease between Topeka and Kan- 
sas City between those two roads.

Any one who thinks it 
can be changed by act of Congress ought to draft 
a bill for the purpose and publish it. If Jay 
Gould, for arty magn has too much money, the 
precise means ity ich his fortune ought to be 
reduced should described, and the 
among whom it is to be distributed ough 
pointed out. 


It is apparent at once that. it would be im- 
practicable to single out Jay Gould or any other 
person and say that he has too much money 
and that his fortune must be reduced. If it 
were possible to draft such a bill it would en- 
counter a wilderness of fatal objections in 
the law and the Constitution, and it could 
never be carried out without overriding both 
in the most wholesale manner. If such a 
step were desirable, however, it might be 
possible to adopt a progressive income tax, 
the tax being so graded as to confiscate 25 to 
50 per cent on the large incomes, which 
would soon put a damper on excessive ac- 
cumulation.

The whole 
alfabet couid be reached by a general law 
which would tend to discourage any one 
from heaping up too big a pile of money.

READ THE OPINION OR SHUT UP. 

Common decency would seem to require 
that before condemning the Supreme Court’s 
decision in the Anarchist case—a unanimous 
ruling by the highest judicial tribunal of the 
State—people would at least read-the opinion 
of the court and learn something as to what 
was decided and the reasons for the conclu- 
sions reached. Manifestly, however, the 
grossly intemperate denunciations of the 
court come from persons who have not read 
the opinion and know nothing as to its scope 
or the grounds on which itis based. Such 
persons are to ali practical intents and pur- 
poses mere ignoramuses so far as this case is 
concerned, and their comments nothing but 
fool’s chatter. No mao can form or express 
an intelligent opinion on the decision of the 
court until he has first read it. Yet here and 
there men who know no more about the actu- 
al ruling of the Judges than they do about 
tne Chinese calendar are found savagely de- 
nouncing the court for the conclusions 
reached. Many such persons refuse to read 
or consider the opinion and yet expect others 
to listen to their ignorant, stupid comments 
on a matter which they can’t pretend to un- 
derstand. 

Appreciating the importance of the opiaſon 
in the Anarchist case and believing that 
every voter pretending to common intelli- 
gence ought to read it carefully, Tut TRIBUNE 
analyzed and subdivided the decision under 
appropriate headings so that it could be pe- 
rused by stages without confusion and read- 
ers could readily turn to any particular pflase 
of the issue. Act by act and scene by scene 
all the facts were developed from the incep- 
tion of the Anarchist scheme to the culmina- 
tion at the haymarket. Wherever there was 
a conflict of testimony both sides were fully 
stated. The opinion of the court presented 
all the facts in logical order, summarized, di- 
gested, and freed from chaff. 

No outsider not connected with the case 
can forma clear, comprehensive, impartial, 
final opinion of the Anarchist conspiracy 
without reading and weighing carefully the 
opinion of the Supreme Court. Nowhere 
else can any one find the facts and the law 
impartially and skillfully sifted, weighed, 
and set in logical order. Clergymen, 
editors, lawyers, teachers, etc., are 
under a moral obligation to read 
and eonsider the opinion of the court 
before they express opinions. Any man 
claiming to be a good citizen ought to show 
that much fairness before denouncing the 
Judges. The leaders in the trades unions— 
the Morgans, Dixons, Schillings, Gleasons, 
and Dwyers—ought to be able to say that 
they have read and considered every hne of 
the opinion before they undertake to teach 
others what it means. The editors of the 
labor journals ought to peruse it time and 
again and print it for the benefit of their 
readers. When men learn the facts as to

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EXTRADITION BY COMITY. 

It is now Secretary Bayard’s turn to offer 
the prayer, Deliver me from my friends.”

We are absurdly accused 
of trying to thake “Bayard at Washington a 
scapegoat for Matson of Cook,” and on that 
string the writer harps all through the ar- 
ticle. Nothing could be further from the 
real point in the case’ Sheriff Matson’s re- 
sponsibility rests on a basis entirely apart 
from anything the Secretary of State at 
Washington may do or refuse todo.

This is too plain 
toadmit of discussion. The fact that Mr.

The only approach to a direct defense is a 
vague insinuation that Bayard is censured 
for not casting treaties and precedents to 
the wind and “willy-nilly bringing McGari- 
gle back.” What treaty, pray, would be vio- 
lated or in any way strained by a request for 
the extradition of McGarigle on the score of 
international comity! When was it nego- 
tiated and ratified? Or what principle of in- 
ternational law would be impinged? Then, 
too, what is the precedent referred to? When 
and where was there ever such a case as 
this—the convict abducted by subjects of the 
country from which extradition was sought 
and conveyed away in a ship belonging to 
one or more of the abducting party? If there 
is any record of an analogous case we should 
like to know it. But as for asking the return 
of a fugitive from justice when there is no 
treaty covering the case, there is precedent 
for that. Sofar from being a violation of 
precedent compliance with the request in 
question would be tollowing precedent, and 
an excellent one, too. No harm ever came of 
extraditing “ Boss Tweed without a treaty 
covering his case. On the contrary the effect 
was peculiarly wholesome. That extradition 
was the climax of victory over New York 
boodleism. If Thomas F. Bayard instead of 
Hamilton Fish had been Secretary of State 
at that time honest government in New York 
rather than public robbery would have met 
ite Waterloo.

GREENWOOD, CITY OF THE DEAD. 


Where Nearly a Quarter of a Million Bodies 
Have Been Deposited. 

New York Letterin Kansas City Star; Im- 
agine you are in Greenwood Cemetery. Itisa 
big place of about 600 acres, with twenty-two 
miles of carriage track, eighteen miles of 
pathway, 26,000 burial lots, and 240,000 per- 
sons have been buried here since 1840. It is 
a beautiful place, you see; naturally full of 
gulches and knolis, all of which have been 
utihzed to their fullest extent by time and 
money. It has eight lakes, each with a 
fountain, and the grass—just feel of it—is 
soft as green plush. Natural trées are sup- 
plemented by 2 ones, all trimmed and 
train ed to their best behavior, but you will 
notice the fewest flowers you ever saw in a 
cemetery. It looks as though those buried 
in Greenwood disdained so cheap“ an orna- 
ment as flowers. See that purple hydran 
First youever saw! Same with me. at

There is the monument of the Browns, bank- 
ers, six of whom were lost together at sea. 
It is descriptive of the sad catastrophe. The 
firemen’s monument is surmounted by a 
figure of a fireman holding a little child in 
his arms, and things connected with the de- 
partment are illustrated onits base. This 
monument is a touching tribute to the mem- 
ory of the foster-mother of Harry Howard, 
ex-chief engineer of the fire department, and 
represents her as adopting- him when saved 
from a burning building as a child. 

But the most unique thing in interments is 
that of five maiden ladies—sisters—whose 
ages ranged from 100 to 117 years, and who 
all died within a few years of each other. 
The lot in which they are buried is called the 
„Old Maids’ Plot.” This tomb of C. K. Gar- 
rison, ex-Mayor of San Francisco, is a beauti- 
ful thing in Oriental design. This wonder- 
ful monument to George Law is a testimonial 
to a man of pluck. When a young fellow he 
walked through the streets of New York want- 
ing ameal. Passing by some new building, by 
some accident a hod-carrier fell off dead at 
his feet. Hungry George applied for the job 
and got it.

Difficult to Explain Saratoga’s Pre-emi- 
nence Among Watering- Places — Miles 
of Taffy and Flubdub Written About 
Its Devotees—But the Facts About It 
and Many of Its Celebrities Are Disen- 
chanting—A Queer Mixture of Folly and 
Sense, of Beauty and Ugiiness.

Sum- 
mer- resorts May come and summer- resorts 
may go, but Saratoga booms on forever. 
Sanitariums, or so-called sanitariums, may 
wax and wane, but Saratoga waxes with a 
wax that knows no waning. Mountain, lake, 
and seaside assembly-places of health and 
pleasure seekers may rise and fall in popular 
esteem, but this elm-shaded, alkaline- watered 
spot always holds undisputed supremacy as 
the National dog-days camping-ground of 
fashion. Cape May, Long Branch, Bar Har- 
bor, the Adirondacks, and the Catskills each 
has its votaries, but all their varied swarms 
at some time during the season congregate in 
the one great Saratogan hive. Saratoga is 
the Aaron’s rod of watering-places that swal- 
lows up all the others. 


Why it is so is more than I can surmise, It 


can hardly be on account of the medicinal 
virtues of the waters, for their potency is 
largely, if not wholly, in the imagination of 
the users. When honest but misguided rhap-

And might nota 
little ancient bilge-water or a few swill tubs 
from Chicago’s far-famed, aromatic river 
possess more wonder-working restorative 
possibilities than apy or all of 
My idea is that most of the 
mineral-spring recuperations and _ health- 
restorations are nearly akin to mind cures. 
Either the victims never had the ailments 
they thought they had, or if they had them 
they are notc of them,or if they are 
cured the waters had little or nothing to do 
with it. The really effective agents are the 
change of air, scene, and association, the lay- 
ing aside of business cares and 888 
the increased exercise in the open air 
sunshine, and the tonic influence of pleasant 
society. A thorough washing out with almost. 
any sort of water and a lively imagination do 
the rest. 

Saratoga’s popularity is certainly not due 
to any attractions in the way of natural 
scenery. It is a town of tavernsin a gently 
undulating wooded country, suitable for rais- 
ing pigs, pumpkins, and potatoes. Hops flour- 
ish in its sandy fields and its overgrown ho- 
tels, and its annual crop of tailors’ geese 
and milliners' signs is abundant and 
never-failing; but of picturesqueness it 
has none. All its landscapes combined 
would not make grazing-ground for an 
esthetic jackass in Colorado. Its rec- 
ognized preéminence among all our 
fashionable hot-weather haunts cannot be 
based upon a few brackish water-holes and 
flat calf-pasture scenes; nor can it be owing 
to any special climatic advantages, fon ther- 
mometers, barometers, hydrometers, and 
amemometers are unanimous in record 
none. When the dog-star foams at the mout 
over New York, Philadelphia, Buffa- 
lo, and Chi dude collars t ana 
undammable rivulets of vulgar sweat 
cleave unsightly channels through the rouge 
and whitening on Fashion’s cheeks amid 
these high-priced shades. The air is thick 
with flies and mdsquitoes, and all the sum- 
mer pests of Oshkosh and Kalamazoo, Bull 
Creek, and other unclassic realms abound.

I have stopped for years at the Grand 
Union Hotel, the biggest and most fa- 
mous of Saratoga’s mammoth tav- 


erns. It has, for weeks at a time this 
season, had from 1,500 to 2,000 guests under 
its roof. Itis built like an Oriental or Mexi- 
can house, in a hollow square, inclosing a pret- 
ty little two-acre park or court, with shade 
trees, velvety lawns, flower-beds, and fount- 
ains. Broad verandas extend along its en- 
tire front and around three of the inner sides 
about the court or garden. The rooms gen- 
erally are not superior to those of the aver- 
age provincial $2 or $8 a day house. Room 
1,318, tor which I pay $5 a day, is about four- 
teen feet square, with bare, whitewashed 
walls, unrelieved by picture, — or chro- 
mo. A few small spiders have done what 
they could to hide the desolate nakedness by 
weaving webs in the upper corners next the 
ceiling. A cheap imitation Brussels carpet 
covers the floor. The furniture comprises a 
bedstead, a burean, a washstand, a shaky- 
legged table, and two chairs,all the common- 
est possible dyed-wooden affairs. The bureau 
is capped with a thin tombstone and the 
looking-giass has a twist in it that throws 
one side of a fellow's face six inches higher 
than the other and yanks his nose round 
where his ear ought to be. A single gas-jet 
is stuck inthe wall. There is no mosquito- 
bar on the bed, so I spend a half-hour or more 
every night before | say my prayers with a 
towel. used ee ashion, slaughter- 
ing the long-billed buzzers that swarm on 
ceiling and walls. It is good exercise, culti- 
vating both muscle and vigorous English, and 
then it enlivens the ghastliness of the white- 
wash with some dashes of color. 

The great features of the establishment are 
the parior and dining-room. The parior is 
vast and gaudy. It will hold 500 or 600 people 
in fuil dress or undress, and their sneering 
comments on each other neither blow off its 
top nor rupture itesides. It abounds in gild- 
ing and gingerbread work, calcula to 
catch the eye and please tie taste of an 
Apache or a Zulu, a pork lord, a stock-robber 
baron, an oil-weill princess, or a bonanza 
queen. The carpets are high-colored, and the 
chairs and sofas of sky-biue and blood-red 
brocade. The ceiling is covered with ram- 

nt-looking frescoes of young women in 

Yape May bathing-suits, consisting of a thin 

sash of gauzy cloud, a rosy dimple, and a 
devil-may-care smile. The amplitude of their 
pedal extremities suggests the conject- 
ure that St. Louis angels sat as 
models for the calcimine artists who ex- 
ecuted the shay-doovers. 

The dining-room is about 300 feet lung by 100 
wide, and wiil probably seat 1,200 people at 
once. It is low-ceilinged, barn-like, and bad- 
ly lighted except at night, when all the gas- 
jets are aflame. A huge darky in a swallow- 
tailed coat, with a tip-bought diamond as big 
as a hazelnutin his shirt-front, presides as 
head waiter. He is the ebony Czar of the 
edible and bibible domain.

“YOU ARE INTERESTED.” 


THE PAMPHLET COMPILED BY A 
STEAMSHIP COMPANY. 


How the Effort Is Made to Show that the 
Shipping Interest Should Be Liberally 
Subsidized—The Fallacy of This Posi- 
tion Exposed and Proof Presented 
Showing How the Taxpayers Would 
Have to Foot the Bill. 


New York Nation: We have been favored 
with a small pamphlet of twenty-eight pages, 
entitled “You Are Interested,” the subject 
in which we are interested, or to be interest- 
ed, being the payment of subsidies agra 
ed from the pockets of taxpayers) fo Ameri- 
can steamships, and the compiler being Mr. 
H. K. Thurber, President of the United States 
& Brazil Steamship Company. The usual 
argument for subsidies is here reinforcea by 
a statement of the recent action of the Span- 
ish Ministry in subsidizing three lines of 
steamers, one from Spain to Vera Cruz, an- 
other to the West Indies and Colon, and a 
third from Cuba to the United States and Can- 
ada. These subsidies amount altogether to 
$1,022,640, and 21 to the approval of 
the Spanish Cortés and the appropriation of 
the necessary funds, but the ships have al- 
ready been in the service six or seven 
months. The effect of the subsidy, in the 
opinion of the writers of the pamphlet, will 
be to “ drive 2 American vessel, steam 
and sail, out of the West Indies and the 
Spanish Main business.“ The remedy sug- 
gested is an equivalent subsidy gift out of 
the taxpayers’ pockets] from Wur own Goy- 
ernmect to American steamsh'ps. 

So much stress is laid by Mr. Thurber on 
the phrase, “Trade follows the flag,” fre- 
quently used in his pamphlet, that we are 
moved to inquire what it means. It cannot 
mean that where there is no American flag 
there is no American trade, because the 
— gg Pe of our trade, and avery large 
trade it is, too, is between New York on 
the one hand and Liverpool, Havre, 
Bremen, and Hamburg on the other. 
Here there is no American flag at 


all, or none worth mentioning, yet the trade 


is immense and increasing all the time. ‘So 
there is a trade which does not follow the 
flag, which 1s indifferent to all flags, and 
which follows dimes and dollars, regardless 
of the bunting at the masthead. We presume 
that Mr. Thurber’s trade is mostly of the kind 
that seeks the cheapest bottoms on the ocean 
as well as the cheapest railways on land, for 
if it were not of this kind it would not long 
exist. There isalarge trade between New 
York and the West Indies. Here there is an 
American flag, but we have never observed 
that American trade followed the flag in pref- 
erence toany other. Indeed, the complaint 
of the advocates of subsidies is that it tends 
to follow other flags, even where no subsi- 
dies are paid to the foreign carrier. So it is 
not true that trade follows the flag. What 
trade follows is the almighty dollar. It would 
be a fool if it followed anything else. 

In one case only is it true that “trade fol- 
lows the flag,“ and that is where there is no 
other flag to follow, .or where ours is the 
cheapest, the handiest, the most expeditious, 
serviceable, and convenient. The phrase was 
coined to express the idea that where there 
is at present no means of ocean commu- 
nication, trade will spring up if you establish 
such means. In this restricted sense itis true, 
but it two means of communication are estab- 
lished, trade will follow whichever flag offers 
the best terms. Certain patriotic and poetic 
suggestions follow the flag wherever it goes, 
but trade is neither patriotic nor poetic— 
neither Mr. Thurber’s trade nor any other. 
The fact that trade follows the dollar is the 
real reason why subsidies are asked for. 

The example of foreign nations as of ge 
payers is the main argument of subsidy ad- 
vocates in this country. But there are im- 
portant differences between ourselves and 
them. They have colonial dependencies in va- 
rious parts of the world, with which it is in- 
dispensable that they should maintain fre- 
quent and rapid communication. In other 
words, there ure political reasons in addition 
to commercial ones for paying subsidies. 

Again, those countries really desire wes 
trade and take pains to promote it. We do 
not. We have adopted the policy of “ creat- 
ing a home market.“ We have n taught 
for a quarter of a century to look upon for- 
eign trade as injurious and almost sinful. 
Our legislation has been directed to the pre- 
venting of importation, without which there 
can be no exportation. Public sentiment has 
been trained to look askance at ocean-borne 
commerce. 

At this very day, with a surplus revenue 
coming into the Treasury which is a menace 
to all trade, it is doubtful whether any of the 
artificial restrictions imposed on foreign 
trade can be relaxed, so strong is the belief 
that such trade is detrimental to the Nation. 
Even the advocates of subsidies are gener- 
ally opposed to the removal of these restric- 
tions. They are as much in favor ot high 
tariffs as anybody, and they contribute to the 
bad education which teaches the people that 
foreign trade should be shunned and re- 
pressed. This teaching has returned to plague 
the inventors. 

When they set forth, as in the present 
pamphlet, the allurements of foreign com- 
merce, they find their influence deadened by 
a conviction that it is not worth while to 
spend the public money to win something 
that has been deliberately spurned and pub- 
licly abjured. Those, on the other hand, who 
hold that forei trade is just as advanta- 
geous as any other kind of trade, will be apt to 
insist that the removal of artificial restric- 
tions, which cost;nothing, shall at least kee 

with more expensive means for rebuild- 
ing the ocean commerce of the United States 


by tax subsidies.

European Forestry. 

The importance ot forestry management in the 
estimation of older nations, better skilled than 
we are in economic administration, appears in & 
volume of Consul reports extending to 315 pages, 
lately published by the Department of State. 
The reports cover the particulars of Government 
control and management of forests in Austria- 
Hungary, Germany, France, Italy, and Switzer- 
land, and are full of matter of great use to stu- 
dents of the subject in this country. Consul- 
General Jussen reports that no proper returns 
are published in Austria-Hungary of the profits 
of Government forests.for the whole Empire, but 
for Bohemia alone the clear annual profit is 
about 14,000,000 florins. The net income from 
the Prussian State forests, Consul-General Kaine 


reports, stands at about 24, 000,00 marks 
annually. The French net annual in- 
come about 16,000,000 francs, as re 


ported by Consul Roosevelt. Consul-Gen- 
eral Alden reports thatitis impossible to give 
trustworthy figures of the revenue and cost of 
forestry in Italy. According to Consul-General 
Winchester the Swiss Confederation derives no 
revenue from forests. The total value of 7 
from cantonel forests, however, is about 33,000,000 
francs, and the returns from the Canton of Zu- 
rich show a nearly three-fold increase of profit 
yielded during a period of fifty years of cultiva- 
tion—from 31.28 francs Be? hectare (nearly two 
and a half acres) in 1 40 to 90.58 francs in 
1870-"78. Add to this the provision of useful and 
wholesome employment for great numbers of the 
population—tne number of forest officers of all 
grades being about 32.000 in Austria alone.

THE WAY TO MAKE MONEY, 


WHAT RICH MEN HAVE TO SAY ON 
THE SUBJECT. | 


Barnum, Butler, Faxon, Erastus Wimanm 
Asa Potter, Flour-King Pillsbury, and 
Russell Sage Give Their Views—There Is 
Really No Rule for the Acquisition of 
Wealth—Success in Every Calling a Pers 
sonal Attribute. 


The Boston Herald has been trying to cater 
to the tastes of its Sunday readers by cond 
sulting a number of rich men as to the easiest 
way of getting rich, and printing their an- 
swers. Barnum said it was quite simple; all 
you have to do is to spend less than you earn, 
and to “shun rum and tobacco.“ Gen. But 
ler’s advice was to buy improved real estate, 
partly for cash and partly for small notes, 
this being the way he became rich himself. 
Mr. Faxon, the temperance advocated. ad- 
vised the practice of sobriety, industry,econ- 
omy, and faithfulness.” Mr. Erastus Wiman 
warned young men against speculation, 
and maintained that “legitimate trade, the 
honest, plodding routine of life, was the true 
basis for good fortune,” and that if a young 
man does not obtain riches through these, he 
will at least deserve them. Mr. Asa Potter 
advised a young man to “select a business 
that is congenial to him,” and, while carry- 
ing it on, to be “ industrious, a 
rate. and patient.“ Mr. Miller sbury, 
“the flour king,“ of Minneapolis, recome 
mended exceedingly hard work and a just 
estimate of one’s own abilities, temperance, 
and economy. Mr. Russell Sage, for his 
part, advised the 2 man to commit to 
memory, as he did, the ad vice of Polonius to 
Laertes, and try to live up to it. Any one 
who does this, he says, is as certain to be 
come wealthy as “the nightis to follow the 


day.“ 

it will be easily seen that none of these 
eminent men had a word to say to people 
eager to get rich, beyond the commonplaces 
of worldly philoséphy—except, perhaps, Gen. 
Butler, who did descend into details. But, of 
course, nobody who values the General’s ad- 
vice on any subject supposes that he owes his 
„competent fortune.“ as he once called it, to 
investing small savings in improved real 
estate. The fact 1s, that, barring the men 
who make a fortune by a single “ big strike” 
in some sort of speculation, there is probably 
no millionaire who can tell how he became 
rich—that is, what the BR gg or practices 
were which most aided him in uiring 
wealth. All millionaires probably think they 
know, but they really do not. If the best. 
means of acquiring wealth could be commu- 
nicated to others by successful practitioners, 
the art of making money could and would be 
taucht in schools and colleges. There would 
be professors of money-making as there are 
of “journalism,” but they would have to be 
rich men, because a poor man teaching peo- 
ple how to escape poverty would be a some- 
what ludicrous object. The fact that there 
are no such schools or colleges is, in truth, 
the best possibie proof that the art of money- 
making is unteachable, because thereis no 
art in which the demana for instruction is so 
widespread and so fierce. 

The reason why the causes of success in got, 
ting rich cannot be communicated 18 peobenty 
the same which prevents the cause of success 
in any calling from being communicated. To 
say that a man succeeds through industry 
and integrity is a mere platitude. These 
qualities may help a man a deal, but 
they are evidently not essential, for a great 
many men succeed without them, and tens of 
Sosa who have 2 not t ucceed. —
